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|Rainbow-Tinted RingIs — 
Observed Around the Sun 


Phenomenon, Known to Scientists as Solar 
Halo, Fortells Ending of Drouth, 
According to Tradition. 


A large rainbow-tinted ring around the 
Sun furnished an unusual spectacle in 
the heavens Monday afternoon. 

While not so brilliantly colored as the 
prismatic arch which sometimes spans 
the Eastern sky after a rain at even- 
ng, the ring showed marked color con- 
trast with its blue background and 
shaded at its inner edge to violet at the 
outer rim. All the colors of the spec: 
trum were there. It was, in fact, the 
very ghost of a rainbow. 

The ring was far out from the appar- 
ent edge of the sun’s diso, its diameter 
seemingly being 50 or 60 times that of 
the sun. 

Scientists Call It Solar Halo. 

Many St. Louisans watched the un- 
usual spectacle between the time when 
it first appeared, shortly before noon, 
until intervening clouds hid it from view 
about 1:30 p. m. 

An expert at the Weather Bureau said 
the phenomenon was known to science 
as a solar halo. It is seldom seen except 
after a long dry spell, and there is a 
tradition that {t foretells rain. 

The ring is caused by the refraction | 


and reflection of the sun’s rays from 
particles of ice ip very high, thin clouds. 
These particles are called ice stickles. 
They are thin, needle-like flakes which 
Stand upright. When they reach a cer- 
tain altitude the sun’s rays are so re- 
flected from them and refracted through 
them that they act as prisms and pro- 
duce the effect of a circular rainbow. 


Rain Theory Incorrect, 


- The popular belief that rain follows 
the appearance of a solar halo is in- 
Correct, though it often does rain soon 
after the ring is seen. The theory is 
that very high, thin clouds are usually 
the forerunners of clouds which ap- 
proach closer to, the earth and bring 
rain. 


After Monday’s solar halo had been 
visible for about two hours’ white, 
fleecy clouds began to make their ap- 
pearance in the West. These increased 
in number and before 2 p. m. they were 
sufficiently thick to shut off the view 
of the ring, though still too light to 
cause any appreciable diminution in the 
sun's brightness. 


GLEAN SUIT GIVES 
ANDERSON GOOD 
CHANCE FOR LIFE} 


Physician Believes Cloth Carried 
Into Wound Is Not Likely 
to Cause Infection. 


The condition of Felix E. Anderson, 
assistant to President William S. Mc- 
Chesney of the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation, who was shot and danger- 
ously wounded Saturday by a discharged 
employe, was said Monday by his physi- 
cian, Dr. W. A. McCandless, to be ‘‘bet- 
ter than they had expected.”” The physi- 
cian said Anderson now had a good 
chance to recover. 

The danger of infection of the wound 
is thought by his physician to be min- 
imized by the fact that Anderson, when 
shot, was attired in a freshly laun- 
Gered linen suit. Frequently bullets 
fired through clothing carry into the 
body particles of the cloth, and there 
are Many cases known in which the in- 
fection was caused by the dye or dirt in 
these shreds of cloth. 

Anderson's condition Sunday was not 
considered favorable. His temperature 
was high. Monday morning, however, 
his temperature was much lower, and 
his general condition much better. 

“We have to deal with a very long 
wound and we don’t know what may 
happen,”’ Dr. McCandless said. ‘“‘The bul- 
let can be felt with our fingers, but we 
have not attemtped to remove it be- 
cause of the danger of infection from 
making another open wound.” 

The man named King, who shot An- 
derson, was discharged by the Terminal 
nearly three years ago for intoxication, 
Terminal officials said. He was deter- 
mined to hold his position and demand- 
ed many hearings. It finally was deter- 
mined he could not work for the com- 
pany. Since that time, Terminal offi- 
cials say, he has frequently visited the 
offices in an effort to be reinstated. 
Usually he wag under the influence of 
liquor when he Called, they said. 

The police have not found any direct 
trace of King. Seven members of the 
I, W. W., who were arrested Saturday, 
were released when none was identified 
as King.

URGES SEPARATION 
OF RAILROADS AND 
PRIVATE BUSINESS 


Interstate Commerce Commis- | 


sion Makes Recommenda- 
tion to Congress. 


COAL FIRMS AN _— ISSUE 


Officials of Many Carrier Com- 
panies Found to Be Interested 
in Various Companies. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—Further dis- 
sociation of private business and rail- 
roads was remommended to Congress to- 
day by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission as a result of an investigation 
into ‘transportation of coal and oil, in 
response to a resolution of Congress. 
The commission recommended that the 
commodities clause in the Hepburn rate 
law be extended to all traffic. 

The present clause makes it unlawful 
for any railroad to transport any arti- 


cle, other than timber and coal, in 
which it may have any interest, except 
such articles as may be n@cessary for 
its use in the conduct of its business as 
a common carrier. 

St. Louls District Affected. 

In view of the relation, particularly of 
industries and railways around St. Louis 
and the relation of the New York Cen- 
tral Lines to coal properties in Illinois. 
the commission suggested: “It is im- 
portant that the public business of 
transportation should be clearly separat: 
ed from private business and the rail- 
roads should be prohibited from furnish- 
ing directly or indirectly capital or loans 
to private industries and that the rail- 
roads should be prohibited from extend- 
ing or using their credit for the benefit 
of private individuals or companies.” 

The resolution in response to which 
the report Was made was passed nearly 
seven years ago, but the commission 
delayed its report because of inability to 
get certain evidence from the New York 
Central. 


RallirOads Are Named, 

The report sets forth a list of rail- 
roads owning bondé and stocks in coal 
companies. They included the Santa Fe, 
the Northwestern, Chicago, Indianapolis 
& Louisville; Missouri Pacific; Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul; INtnois Central; 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacifie; Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago & §t.. Louis; 
Illinois Traction Co.; Vandalia Railroad 
and Chicago & Alton. 

Officers of many other carrier com- 
panies were reported to be interested in 
coal properties. The commission report- 
ed that W. C. Brown and other officials 
of the New York Central lines were 
active in promoting the Saline County 
Coal Co. and the O'Gara Coal Co., in Il 
linois, and formerly owned large blocks 
of stock.

Central Park, New York. 

NEW YORK, July 2%.—Friends of the 
late Mme. Nordica have enlisted the 
aid of prominent musicians and music 
lovers in a plan to erect a heroic statue 
of the diva in Central Park, according 
to annourcement today. 

Should a statue to Mme. Nordica be 
erected, it will be the only one of a 
woman in a park in New York, and, 
according to a recent investigator, one 
of three of women in the United States.

BASEBALL STRIKE 
I) THREATENED IN 
AMERICAN LEAGUE 


Players’ Fraternity Demands 
That Player Kraft Be Sent 
to Higher League. 


JULY 22 IS THE DATE SET 


Ban Johnson Says That Parks 
Will Be Closed Before Own- 
ers Will Back Down. 


NEW YORK, July 20.—Drastic ac- 
tion, possibly a strike or walkout ‘of 
baseball players, in the American and 
National Leagues, is contemplated by 
the Baseball Players’ Fraternity, ac- 
cording to a statement by President 
Fultz in case the Natjonal Commis- 
sion refuses to accede to the terms 
of an ultimatum sent it by the Fra- 


ternity in the case of Player Kraft of 
the Newark Internationals. 

It was reported that the commis- 
sion had been given until July 22 to 
reply to the players’ demands. 

Commission Ignored. 

The differences between the fraternity 

and the National Commission in _ the 


‘Kraft case arise from a recent ruling 


by the commission to the effect that 
Kraft belongs to the Nashville club of 
the Southern Association. The Fraternity 
claims that Kraft belongs to the Newark 
Internationals and that he is entitled to 
the salary paid him by the Newark 
club, which is higher than the amount 
he would receive from the Nashville 
club. 

Kraft has refused to report to the 
Nashville club. In taking this stand he 


acted on the advice of the fraternity. 
Will Close Parks, Says Johnson. 


Ban Johnson, president of the Ameri- 
can League, has called a meeting here 
tomorrow of all American League club 
owners. Johnson asserted this afternoon 
that if a strike order is obeyed by the 
players every American League ball 
park will close its gates, all players’ sal- 
aries will be stopped and the striking 
players will be punished for their action. 

“The American League is ready to 
meet this issue with a solid front,” 
declared Mn Johnson. “Our club own- 
ers are a unit for war. It’s about 
time that this fraternity nonsense 
should end. We have been ver pa- 
tient with Mr. Fultz and his associ- 
ates, but they have gone a trifle to 
far and we intend to call their bluff 
in a way that will force them to show 
their hand. 

“You can say for me that if the 
American League players, or a major- 
ity of them, obey a strike order on 
Wednesday, every American League 
club will close its gates, all salaries 
will be stopped and we will inflict 
heavy fines on the players who there- 
by violate the letter and spirit of 
their contracts. 

“You can also say that this strike. 


prepared to keep our grounds closed for 
the rest of the season, no matter what 
it may cost us. 

“Kraft belongs to the Nashville Club 
and that club has a just claim on him. 
There is no way out of the present 
tangle unless a major league club buys 
Kraft from the Nashville Club. I un- 
derstand that President Farrell of the 
New York Americans is ready to buy 
Kraft, but personally I hope that he 
does not close the deal until after 
Wednesday so that the American League 
can call the fraternity’s bluff.’’ 


Ultimatum Not Yet Delivered. 

CINCINNATI, July 20.—Chairman 
August Herrmann of the National Base- 
ball Commission said today he had as 
yet not received the ultimatum of the 
Baseball Players’ Fraternity and, until 
he received it, he could not discuss the 
matter.

PATMONT SAYS HE WAS 
WARNED TO FLEE DETROIT 


Dry Leader Tells Rambling Story 
of Wanderings Since He 


Disappeared June 15. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 20.—The 
Rev. Louis R. Patmont, the “dry’’ lec- 
turer, who, it is alleged, was kidnaped 
at Westvilie, Ill., in March last and la- 
ter mysteriously disappeared from De- 
troit, Mich., has been found at Rib 
Lake, Wis., and is expected to come to 
Milwaukee shortly. 

Patmont’s identity was established by 
the Rev. C. L. Milton of Milwaukee, 
who left Saturday night for Rib Lake. 
According to Gerdon Clapp, also of Mil- 
waukee, who accompanied the Rev. Mil- 
ton to Rib Lake, Patmont told a ram- 
bling story of his droppinz from sight 
in Detroit and his wanderings since 
June 15. He said a strange man warned 
him if he did not leave Detroit he sure- 
ly would be killed.

NEW ORLEANS TERMINAL 


Railroad Asks Right to Guaran- 
tee Bonds Needed to Carry 


Out Project. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 20.—The St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Rail- 
road Co. today filed application with 
the Public Service Commission, asking 
permission to guarantee the payment of 
$7,500,000 bonds of the trans-Mississippi 
Terminal Co., a Louisiana corporation, 
so as to gain entrance to New Orleans 
and establish terminal facilities there 
for the Iron Mountain road. The pres- 
ent termini of the Iron Mountain in 
Louisiana are at Ferriday and Alexan- 
dria.

On the witness stand the mother will 
endeavor to tell of the mental anguish 
she endured prior to the son’s birth 
without a father’s name. She will try

RESIDENT WILL 
IGNORE REED. IN 
STATE PATRONAGE 


Opposition to Jones’ Nomina- 
tion Said to Have Caused * 
Absolute Break. 


SELPH NAMED AS FAVOR 


Senator Since Has Opposed Wil- 
son Policies; O’Gorman and 
Hitchcock in Disfavor.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—The animus 
of the opposition to President Wilson 
and his policies on the part of United 
States Senators James A. Reed of Mis- 
souri, James A. O'Gorman of New Yoru 
and Gilbert H. Hitchcock of Nebraska 
has been located. It is: 

Senator Reed’s resentment toward the 
President is because of his victory over 
Champ Clark in the Baltimore conven- 
tion. The failure of the President to 
Srant every request made by Senator 
Reed with regard to the distribution of 
patronage in Missouri. 

Senator O’Gorman—Antipaihy to the 
inclinations of the President and his ad- 
visers to recognize progressive Demo- 
crats in New York, not only with re- 
gard to patronage, but concerning or- 
ganization in the State; reorganization 
it is oftener termed. 

Senator Hiahcock—In opposing Wii- 
son Senator Hitchcock hopes to embar- 
rass Bryan. Secretary Bryan has ob- 
tained most of the patronage in Ne- 
braska and Senator Hitchcock has re- 
ceived little recognition at the hands of 
the President. 

Tha triumvirate of Democratic oppo- 
sition in the Senate has been strong 
since the beginning of the present ad- 
ministration. All Senators jumped away 
from their party during the legislation 
on the tariff bill. All three came 
around on the final vote, although they 
did their best to embarrass the Presi- 
dent genes then. 

Opposed Wilson on Tolls. 


ing the enactment of the ourrency bill 
opposing the President’s bill right along 
and only voting for it in the last min- 
utes. 

In the tolle bill fight they were found 
in the ranks opposing the President. 

President Willson’s efforts to have 
Thomas D. Jones of Chicago confirmed 
as @ member of the Federal Reserve 
Board has found_the trtumvirate again 
lined up in opposition to him. 

The position of Senator Reed has stung 
the President. Senator O’Gorman’s op- 
position was expected, as was that of 
Senator Hitchcock. While Senator Reed 
has opposed the administration in the 
main since its inauguration, President 
}] Wilson did believe Senator Reed would 
be in favor of the confirmation of Jones. 
His reason for believing so was this: 

Following his opposition to the Prest- 
dent during the #ariff fight and in the 
face of strong opposition from mer- 
chants and residents of St. Louls and 
the protest of Postmaster-General Bur- 
leson, the President appointed Senator 
Reed’s congressional manager and 
friend, Colin M. Selph, Postmaster of 
St. Louls. Under precedents, Senator 
Reed, who lives in Kansas City, had 
no right to ask the President to name 
a Reed man for the chief office in a 
city clear across the State from where 
the Senator lived. 

President Wilson, according to one of 
his closest advisers, did not make the 
appotntment until Senator Reed went 
to the President and pleaded for Selph, 
{telling the President of his friendship 
for Selph and what Selph had done for 
him. He recited to the President the 
attacks which had been made on Selph 
and said he was honor-bound to stand 
by him and work for his appointment. 

Senator Reed made such an eloquent 
plea that when he had finished the 
President, who was standing at his 
desk, walked toward Senator Reed and 
said: ’“Senator, gion’ t desert your 
friend: I will appoint him.’’ 

Selph was appointed and, according 
to the Post-Dispatch informant Senator 
Reed expressed to the President his 
great sense of obligation to him. 


Still s President. 
Senator Reed’s opposition to the Pres- 


ident in the currency and tolls fight 
followed the appointment of Selph. 

Senator Reed has a candidate for the 
place of postmaster at Kansas City, the 
Senator’s Jhome city. Friends of Sen- 
ator Reed say he has wanted the Presi- 
dent to make this appointment for some 
time; that he desires more than he 
did in the case of Mr. Selph, the Presi- 
dent to give this place to his friend. 

Another reason why Senator Reed 
wants this job is that W. R. Nelson, 
editor of the Kansas City Star, a bitter 
political enemy of Senator Reed, is op- 
posing Reed’s selection. Reed has asked 
for this appointment. He asked for it 
after his show of opposition in the cur- 
rency fight and before he showed his 
attitude in the tolls question. He has 
not received the appointment. 

Some of the President’s friends do not 
hesitate to say the President regards 
the position of Senator Reed as one of 
ingratitude, for when his friend Selph 
was abcut to be defeated the President 
gave him the place he sought. These 
friends say that now when the Presi- 
dent’s personal friend has been named 
for a Federal] job Reed shows his appre- 
ciation for the Selph appointment by 
opposing the confirmation of the Prest- 
dent’s friend and old classmate, Thom- 
as D. Jones. 

On authority close to the President it 
is said Senator Reed's candidate for the 
postmastership at Kansas City will not 
be appointed. The friends of the Presi- 
dent who are advising here are stead- 
fast in their determination to prevent 
the President not only not naming 
Reed’s candidate in this instance, but 
to ignore Senator Reed in every way

Keith is a Progressive Democrat and is 
anti-Murphy. He received the indorse- 
ment of such men as Franklin Roose- 
velt, Secretary McAdoo, William F. Mc 
Combs and other Progressive leaders. 

Senator O’Gorman was not consulted 
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knowledge that Keith was nominated 
came when the nomination was pent to 
nate. 

ge is true in the case of Senators 
O’Gorman and Reed regarding their at- 
titude and the determination of the ad- 
ministration not “‘to treat with them” 
in the case of Jones, is true also of 
Senator Hitchcock.

Hindus Stand Guard. 
The Hindus are in a jubilant mood to- 


day. With the tug Sea Lion circling 
around the big Japanese steamer, relavs 
of men are standing guard to give the 
alarm for repelling boarders. 

On shore there is a division in the 
ranks of local Hindus and at Sikh Tem- 
ple last night there was the nearest ap- 
proach to trouble there has been seen 
in Hindutown for some time, when one 
accused another of treachery. 

Of the men wounded in Sunday morn-

also with fire bricks and pieces of iron 
from what is believed to have been 
the wreckage of the engine room on 
the steamer. 

-The Komagata has been in the har- 
bor three months, during which time 
the Hindu~ Lave displayed ugliness and 

_this ‘has been intensified since the Do- 
minion Government decided that they 
were undesirable aliens and not entitled 
to entry. 

The expense of the trip to Vancouver 
was borne by Gurdit Singh, a wealthy 
Hindu who chartered the vessel.

FOUR MEN DROWN 
IN ONE DAY IN 
WATERS NEAR CITY 


Charles A. Parker, Member of 
’ Two Business Firms, Seized 
With Cramps in River. 


Four men were drowned in the vicin- 
ity of St. Louis Sunday. 

Charles A. Parker, 42 years old, of 
5895 Clemens avenue, vice-president of 


the Gaussman-Parker House Furnishing 
Co. and a@ member of the firm of Parker 
& Block, fur dealers, was drowned while 
bathing off Maple Island in the Mis- 
sisstppi River near Alton. He had gone 
there with a yachting party in which 
wad his brother, Stanley I. Parker. 

After diving into the water from 4 
sandbar at the lower end of the island. 
Parker swam strongly for a few min- 
utes and then called for help, telling his 
friends on shore that he had a cramp. 

Effort at Rescue. 

Henry Kulage of 17 Baden avenue 
and Joseph Aldbachre, 835 Bittner street, 
members of the party, swam out to 
Parker. Both imperiled their own lives 
in their effort to rescue the drowning 
man. 

He grappled with them and twice car- 
ried them under the water with him. 
Kulage and Aldbachre did not give up 
the attempt until they were exhausted 
and almost drowned. They were uncon- 
scious when pulled from the water by 
other members of the party, who workea 
over them half an hour before reviving 
them. 

A telegram which advised her to come 
home at once was sent to Mrs. Parker 
Sunday night. The message did not teil 
of the drowning and she did. not learn 
of it until she entered hér home Mon- 
day. Then she fainted. 


Had Been on Visit. 
Parker returned Saturday from a visit 


to his wife and three children, who were 
visiting relatives at La Grange, Mo 
Efforts made to recover the body Sun- 
day afternoon and evening were unsuc- 
cessful. 

Roy Reed, 30 years old, a printer, of 
Rol Mo., was drowned in the Mera- 
mec River near Meramec Highlands. Ha 
went into the river a short time after 
eating a hearty meal and was seized 
with cramps. Garland C. Culver of 2121 
Geyer avenue, who had gone to tha 
Meraméc with Reed, made several at- 
tempts to rescue him, but the drowning 
man fought him off. 

Sinks in Municipal Pool. 

Paul Tertrionovitz, 35 years old, of 
1200 North Third street, East St. Louis, 
suddenly sank out of sight while in the 
municipal pool in Jones’ Park, East St. 
Louis. Life guards brought him to the 
surface. A physician found he was 
dead and said he had suffered a heart 
stroke while in the water. 

The body of Manuel Cupa, 2% years old, 
of 1612 Division avenue, East St. Louis. 
was found in a settling basin at the 
Malleable Iron Works in East St. Louis 
Sunday. His clothing lay near the edge 
of the pool.

CHINESE FIRM TO BUILD 


3 MEN TRY 10 HOLD 
UP A PATROLMAN 
DISGUISED AS RUBE 


‘He Ought to Be Easy,” Says 
Highwayman, but Revolver 
Dispels Idea. 


Three men who attempted to hold up 
Patrolman F. A. Kuhl while he was on 
special duty, disguised as a ‘‘rube,”’ at 
the entrance to an alley running from 
Nineteenth to Twentieth street, be- 
tween Lucas aveni:e and Morgan street, 
Sunday night, were stopped by Kuhl, 
who pressed his revolver against the 
stomach of one. He arrested William 
Tobin, 21 years old, an iron molder, of 
302 Easton avenue. The other two es- 
caped. 

Kuhl and Policeman William Har- 
rington were patrolling the former re- 
stricted district garbed as workingmen, 
on instructions to arrest women of the 
streets.

The three men emerged 
from the alley, two walking to either 
side of him, and the third straight to- 
ward him. The third man _ suddenly 
sprang at him, grabbing him around 
the neck. Kuhl said he had prepared 
for it, and thrust his revolver against 
his assailant’s stomach, warning him 
he would be killed if he moved. 

Kuhl said he tried to back the three 
men at the point of the revolver toward 
Morgan street, where he was to meet 
Harrington, but that the other two es- 
caped. At the station, Tobin said he 
and his associaes thought Kuhl was an 
old friend, and were just going to 
scare him. 

Within the last week, Kuhl and Har- 
rington have arrested 51 women on the 
streets of the former restricted district, 
of whom 3% were in the Dayton Street 
Police Court Monday.

The annual report of the Police De- 


partment for the fiscal year ending 


March 31, was delivered at headquar- 
ters Monday by the printer. The ex- 
pense of running the department was 
$2,093, 205.18, which was $89,784.82 less tha: 
the appropriations. 


The police arrested 39,357 persons, re: 
covered $8545.08 stolen money, stolen 
property valued at $322,784.54, lost prop- 
erty valued at $129,478.75, reported 10,252 
sanitary nuisances, 10,215 of which cases 
they abated themselves; photographed 
$180 criminals and made a record of 2334 
fraudulent checks were cashed by mer- 
chants. 

The report gives the population of St. 
Louis as 897,300, but this figure in- 
cludes 40,000 employers and employes in 
Central District, who also are included 
in the population of the residenec dis- 
tricts.

Missouri 
is a doubtful State. It is the pivotal State of 
the Central West taking the place on the West 
of the Mississippi formerly occupied by Indiana 
on the Hast. 

If the President does not come to Missouri for 
a Judge his best choice of the men so far named 
would be Secretary Lane, who is the type of 
progressive Democrat the United States Supreie 
Court needs. Either Graves, Lane or Lehmann 
would be preferable to McReynolds, whose well- 
equipped fine mind seems cobwebbed with antique 
precedents and cautions.

A PLAGUE OF RAILROAD WRECKEBS. 
- It is a report of a “political tribune made for 
political purposes,” says Mr. Mellen of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission’s findings on the 
wreck of the New Haven. 

The report shows that the $93,000,000 capitaliza- 
tion of the New Haven in 1902 had been raised to 
$417,000,000 in 1918 and that most of the $324,000,- 
000 increase was wasted. Of course, only a po- 
litical report could make such a statement. After 
remaining under the complete control of Mr. Mel- 
len and his associates during a period of mar- 
velous prosperity, the road's stock has now fallen 
to 501-4. Only political causes could account for 
such a decline. 

If the commission's New Haven report was 
made by a political tribunal for political purposes, 
the report of the Armstrong Commission on life 
insurance iniquities and vellow dog funds must 
have been made by a political tribunal for po- 
litical purposes. So must the report on the insid- 
ious lobby and other evils that have been subject 
of late to congressional investigation. So must 
the reports on star route frauds, Belknap irregu- 
larities, whisky ring thieves and Tweed despoil- 
ers of a former generation. 

The destruction of values by Mr. Mellen and his 
associates is approximated only by that due to 
widespread drouths, plagues of field pests, great 
natural convulsions like earthquakes, fires, inun- 
dations. It is a part of the higher politics and 
public policies of the time to study the causes and 
effects of the one as well as of the other, with a 
view to mitigating their ravages on the people 
and preventing their recurrence. 
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The 6 to 5 decision of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court on the reformed rules of procedure was as 
unsatisfactory as some of the famous 5 to 4 de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court. A rehearing should 
be granted. 
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FIFTEEN SUFFRAGE STATES? 

Both houses of the Georgia Legislature have 
declined to submit a suffragist amendment. If 
the territory south of the Ohio, however, continues 
indifferent to the honor of being the eleventh 
votes-for-women State, the contest for the posi- 
tion will be earnest and spirited in territory west 
of the Mississippi. On form, Nebraska might be 
conceded the most promising candidate for the 
distinction. Its sentiment is scarcely less pro- 
gressive than that of adjacent Kansas, which 
adopted suffrage by a large majority in 1912. It 
has already given women the vote in school mat- 
ters. Secretary Bryan’s convincing appeal, ad- 
dressed directly to his own people, must give the 
cause a powerful impetus. 

But four other transmississippi states—North 
and South Dakota, Montana and Arizona—will 
also vote on the question this fall. The issue is 
one of the most tenacious and vital before the 
people. The American Union may include not 
merely 11, but 15, suffrage states before the be- 
ginning of 1915.

WHERE PROTECTION REALLY PROTECTED. 

The Potomac Glass Co. of Cumberland, Md., 
whose stock is owned chiefly by its own employes 
and which has just declared a dividend of 92 per 
cent, is by no means a new, experimental enter- 
prise. It has been operated for years on its 
present plan. The four annual dividends prior to 
the present one have averaged 44 per cent each. 

One practical demonstration of this sort is more 
powerful than many theoretical disquisitions by 
President Emeritus Eliot and others on some 
form of profit-sharing as the only permanent 
remedy for vexatious industrial evils. Its suc- 
cess against competition in a highly technical in- 
dustry, strongly organized for market control, sug- 
gests that the plan deserves extension in this 
and other lines of manufacture. 

Its distinctive metheds and policies are worthy 
of attentive study. Generous returns on its $25,- 
000 investment in prosperous times have not 
proved a temptation to water the stock and cre- 
ate a burden in capitalization that might be em- 
barrassing in times of lessened business activity. 
No loss is caused by diminished efficiency due to 
bickerings between employers and employes and 
strikes. Of what other glass factories in the 
country can we be as certain that its workers have 
received the full benefits of the duties on glass 
products levied ‘for the protection of American 
labor”? 

Participation in the responsibilities of owner- 
ship as well as employment gives the workers a 
broader experience and more potent incentive 
than the Ford profit-sharing plan. Capital and 
labor are represented in the same person at this 
factory. Incidentally, gains of $23,000 on a $25,-

IVE is a disease of the nerve cen-

cent Italian publication. It is ac- 
companied by marked leucocytosis, and 
is’ very likely to develop into neuras- 
thenia or even insanity.

gota, never attended a meeting of the 
members of the club, and only occasion- 
ally visited the club, where, however, I 
knew everyone and was always well 
received. Not only, therefore, could I 
not have been expelled from the Jockev 
Club. nor was I so expelled, or ex- 
cluded nor requested by anyone at anv 
time not to frequent the club. 
_ The letter which the Post-Dispatch 
prints, stating that it was written by 
the president of tlhe Jockey Club, is 
signed with the name of Benjamin Te- 
jada, who was steward of the club—an 
employe, not a member. The checks 
mentioned by the Post-Dispatch are my 
checks and were perfectly good. 

The Post-Dispatch neglects to state 

_ however, that the amounts involved in 
American money were at that time 
about 1-150th of the face value of the 
checks.
